Technical Topix 


NEW EQUIPMENT REVIEW. 


One of the lovelier fingers of the tenuous Appalachian Range extends well into Alabama, 
where it separates the green valleys of the Tennessee river system from the rolling, 
comfortable hills and dales of the Coosa. Indeed, Sand Mountain is a huge finger, be- 
ing 1300 feet high and a hundred miles long starting as a wide plateau below Chattanooga 
the Cherokees called Tac-O0-Bet; and fragmenting off into Red Mountain, Shades Mountain, 
Blount, and others that make Birmingham a steep city in places. And in between is the 
city of Albertville, distinguished by being undistinguished, and trying to grab a piece 
of the modern world from those passing through on the four-lane road toward Atlanta. 


But it was from Albertville that my friend Bobby Ostergaard called me last week with 

news of an incredible tuner he had designed and had just finished prototyping. He was 
very excited, and it transferred to me as he described the features of his "Model DX-85." 
Of course, I promised to drive down to Hy-Tech Industries and see... 


Bob and I have DX'ing and audio hobbies in common. Unlike me, though, he works at.a 
company called Hy-Tech Industries which designs computerized graphics workstations for 

CAE. I have observed that Hy-Tech is very successful in the Southeast, and the Albertville 
location provides a quiet, low-profile setting for the operation. Anyhow, the company 


this project had been Bill's hobby for several months now. 


Of course, the first thing I noticed about the DX-85 was its stunning, contemporary 
appearance. A friend of Bob's, a fine machinist, had crafted all the knobs, buttons, and 
front panel in anodized aluminum, and Bob himself enclosed the whole affair in a beauti- 
ful oak cabinet. But Bob said the REAL excitement was to come, as he hooked the lead 
from a Stereo Probe Nine just outside on a 30' tower to the DX-85. As the tuner was 
already connected to an amp and speaker, I sat down and tuned the FM dial in amazement. 
That tuner was able to pull in a station 100 miles away in Mississippi on 104.9 while 

a 100,000-watt station was broadcasting on 105.1 from their tower less than 3 miles away! 
What's more, I heard no trace of 105.1 (WQSB) on 105.3 or anywhere else on the dial. 

I was tripping! Not only were there no (yes, NO) images or products, I was able to 
listen to clean, quiet signals from Nashville and Atlanta in stereo...the quieting slope 
of the tuner was the lowest I'd ever seen. 


The chassis of the tuner was equally impressive. No hokey Japanese cost-cutting stuff 
here; he had used the CAE system software at work to plan the P.C. board and interior 
so that there were NO interconnecting wires. The front end used a simple, one-section 
variable capacitor driven by two brass gears connected to a flywheel and tuning knob. 
GaAs low-noise FETs were used for performance. The IF section was sharp and stable. 
More impressive observations were made, but you get the idea. Equally impressive was 
that Bob had spent (he said) about $200 on the project, but, of course, the time and 
labor was free. I have reproduced here the preliminary spec sheet for the DX-85. 
Right now, Bobby wants to locate some venture capital, leave Hy-Tech, and start manu~ 
facturing the tuner. But unfortunately for all of us, I awoke...and realized that it 
is April Fools' Day!
